GENEVA — More than 1 million 
people contracted the virus that 
causes AIDS in recent months, 90 
percent of them through heterosexual 
intercourse, the World Health Orga- 
nization said Wednesday. 

In a chilling assessment of the 
spread of the AIDS. epidemic,.. the 
U.N, health agency predicted the dis- 
ease will soon become the main cause 
of premature death in many Western 
cities and will leave up to 10 million 
African children orphaned by the end 
of the decade. 

A WHO report on the “Current and 
Future Dimensions of the HIV-AIDS 
Pandemic” said by early January 10- 
12 million people had caught the hu- 
man immunodeficiency virus (HIV). 
This was 1 million higher than the 
previous assessment in April. The 
new total included 1 million children. 

The report said an estimated 2 mil- 
lion cases of AIDS had occurred since 
the disease became known in the 
early 1980s — 500,000 more than re- 
ported by the U.N. agency in April. 

The agency predicted that by the 
end of the year, an estimated 1 million 
new HIV infections will have oc- 
curred in the United States alone. 

The report reiterated projections 
that by the year 2000, 30 to 40 million 
people will have contracted HIV. “In 
other words, WHO estimates that in- 
fections will at best triple and at 
worst quadruple in just eight years’ 
time,” it said. Michael Merson, head 
of WHO’s AIDS division, said an ag- 
gressive prevention campaign would 
save millions of lives. In particular 


WHO wants to drive home the mes- 
sage that condoms must be used in all 
casual sexual relationships. 

Underlining its fears that hetero- 
sexual adults are at growing risk of 
AIDS, WHO said 90 percent of all 
new adult HIV infections since April 
were the result of heterosexual inter- 
course.

Flash floods flog 
Los Angeles area; 
freeways closed

LOS ANGELES — A new storm 
smashed ashore Wednesday, causing 
flash floods that washed motorhomes 
out to sea and mudslides that buried a 
couple apparently sleeping in their 
bed, killing them. 

Freeways and vital canyon roads 
throughout Southern California were 
closed by mudslides, flooding and ac- 
cidents, including Pacific Coast High- 
way and the Ventura Freeway, one of 
the main north-south state highways. 

“It’s an unbelievable mess,” said 
Officer Scott Ellis of the California 
Highway Patrol. 

Rain had been falling since Sunday. 
Before dawn Wednesday, a rain cell 
poured out water at a rate of an inch- 
an-hour, the National Weather Ser- 
vice said. More Pacific storms were 
poised to move ashore in coming days, 
the weather service said. 

Up to 10 inches of rain had fallen in 
some areas and an overloaded treat- 
ment plant spilled raw sewage into 
the sea, closing 70 miles of Los Ange- 
les beaches. 

Northwest of Los Angeles in Ven- 
tura County, the Ventura River 
surged out of its banks and washed 
through a recreational vehicle park. 

Dozens of people fled the Ventura 
Beach RV Resort but the water rose 
so fast that occupants of some mo- 
torhomes, trailers and campers had to 
take refuge atop their vehicles, await- 
ing rescue by helicopters and boats. 

“The trailers just started tipping 
and turning and everything was just a 


mess. It was devastating,” said Susie 
Riggs Orm, who fled the RV park for 
higher ground. 

The pilot of one county fire depart- 
ment helicopter flew slowly just 
above the water, delicately edging up 
to half-submerged RVs so a 
crewmember could lean out to knock 
on doors and windows and check for 
people trapped inside. 

At least one big motorhome was 
washed out of the park, scraped un- 
der a highway bridge and then 
plunged beneath a coastal railroad 
bridge as the water forced it out to 
sea. Another was seen smashed up 
against the railroad bridge. 

No deaths were reported at the 
park, said coroner’s investigator Jim 
Wingate. 

The raging water also routed about 
25 homeless people from thickets in 
the usually dry bed of the Ventura 
River. 

Helicopters also plucked stranded 
motorists from cars caught by water 
roaring over nearby U.S. 101. 

Elsewhere in Ventura County, a 
mudslide rushed through the bed- 
room of a house, smothering a sleep- 
ing man and woman, who was nine 
months pregnant, said Capt. George 
Hatt of the Ventura County Fire De- 
partment. 

“They were buried in about 5 feet of 
mud,” Hatt said. 

In northwestern Los Angeles, wa- 
ter rose again in the Sepulveda Dam 
Recreation Area, a San Fernando 
Valley flood control basin crossed by 
freew ays.

Clinton’s letter calls draft ‘illegitimate’ 


MANCHESTER, N.H. — Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton today released a 
letter he wrote in 1969 in which he said that no government “should have the 
power to make its citizens fight and kill and die in a war they may oppose.” 

Clinton described the Selective Service system as “illegitimate” but said he 
was making himself available for the military draft, “to maintain my political 
viability within the system.” 

Clinton addressed the letter to the head of the University of Arkansas’ 
reserve officers training program. He thanked Col. Eugene Holmes for, 
“saving me from the draft” with a deferment granted when Clinton agreed to 
join ROTC. Clinton never actually joined the program and subsequently gave 
up the deferment. He later drew a high lottery number and was never called. 

Clinton released the letter to reporters today after he received a copy of it 
from ABC News. He suggested it had been illegally leaked to the network 
from his confidential Selective Service file in an attempt to damage his cam- 
paign for the Democratic presidential nomination. 

Sen. Bob Kerrey of Nebraska served in the Navy during the Vietnam era. 
Kerrey said the draft controversy raises questions about Clinton’s character. 
Kerrey lost half a leg ina grenade attack and was awarded the Medal of Honor. 


Azerbaijan gets approval from Baker 


BAKU, Azerbaijan — Secretary of State James A. Baker III, attempting 


- to extend U.S. influence to volatile republics of the former Soviet Union, 


decided Wednesday to recommend the establishment of diplomatic ties with 
Azerbaijan despite its record of human rights abuses, officials said. 

Baker said President Ayaz Mutalibov has promised to fulfill all the require- 
ments for U.S. diplomatic recognition including respect for human rights. 

“We have no reason to believe the assurances will not be followed through,” 
Baker said after meeting with Mutalibov in the capital of this predominantly 
Muslim state. Washington had withheld diplomatic recognition of Azerbaijan, 
citing its violation of the Armenian minority’s rights and incidents of torture. 

Azerbaijan has been waging an ever-escalating war on a small enclave of 
Christian Armenians called Nagorno-Karabakh. It has also imposed a block- 
ade on neighboring Armenia leaving Armenia virtually without fuel and heat 
for the winter. 


Jurors kept under wraps in Gotti trial 


NEW YORK — Twelve people were chosen Wednesday for the anony- 
mous, sequestered jury that will decide the fate of the nation’s best-known 
underworld suspect — reputed Mafia boss John Gotti. 

The final jurors and six alternates were chosen within a few hours. It took a 
three-week effort to assemble a pool of 40 willing citizens. 

Federal prosecutors estimated Gotti’s trial will last up to three months. 
During that time, jurors will be locked away from family, friends and jobs and 
living in an undisclosed hotel. Courtroom artists will be forbidden to sketch 


their faces. Their names and addresses will be hidden in a safe in the federal 


court clerk’s office and each juror will be referred to only by number. 
U.S. District Judge I. Leo Glasser said the extraordinary secrecy about the 


' jurors was imposed in response to government allegations of jury tampering in 
* previous Gotti trials. 


A 18-count indictment unsealed in December 1990 accuses Gotti'of five 
gangland murders, conspiring to murder a sixth person, gambling, loanshark- 
ing, obstruction of justice and tax evasion.

WASHINGTON — More than 100 fresh faces are expected in Congress 
next year in the largest turnover since World War II, a change brought on by 
factors ranging from an aging crop of lawmakers to revised ethics rules. 

With the current session of Congress barely two weeks old, 29 incumbent 


‘ lawmakers have announced they will not be back in 1993. 


“Tt should be a refreshing breeze for the institution,” said Rep. Dennis 
Kekart, a 41-year-old Ohio Democrat elected in 1980 and departing after the 
November election. 

Reasons why lawmakers are leaving include redistricting, low public es- 
teem for Congress and an older average age in the House. 

The big turnover comes at a time when critics say Congress has become a 
lifetime sinecure and that limiting the number of terms lawmakers may serve 
is the only way to oust incumbents. 

Twenty-two of those retiring are Democrats, seven are Republicans.

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Springville gets 
tough with prank 
and offending calls

Prank calls may get expensive in 
Springville. 

City council members approved an 
ordinance last week that will allow 
local authorities to prosecute tele- 
phone offenders for a misdemeanor. 

Richard Manning, Springville city 
recorder, said prosecuted individuals 
will face up to six months in jail or a 
$1000 fine. 

Manning said each year city offi- 
cials receive at least 12 requests to 
prosecute phone harassers. Before 
this ordinance was adopted, the city 
had no way to prosecute, he said. 

The county attorney’s office could 
prosecute, but it isn’t a matter of pri- 
ority for them, Manning said. 

Harold Mitchell, Springville city 
attorney, said the county has the ca- 
pacity to prosecute prank callers, but 
“They just won’t do it. They’re in the 
process of dealing with felonies and 
other serious things,” he said. 

Mitchell said the passing of this 
telephone harassment ordinance will 
transfer prosecution from a county 


level to a city level. Local authorities 
will be better able to serve 


Springville citizens and address their 


complaints, he said. 

Phone harassment includes prank 
calls, obnoxious repetition of calls and 
even calling in the middle of the night 
without permission, Manning said. It 
does not include obscene phone calls, 
he said. 

Manning said prosecutors will have 
authority over callers from 
Springville to another location, from 
another location to Springville or 
within Springville boundaries. 

US West Communications will be 
involved with Springville Police in 
tracing and investigating the calls, 
Manning said. 

Prosecuting the individuals is diffi- 
cult no matter what you do, Mitchell 
said. 

You cannot prosecute someone for 
a single phone call, Mitchell said. 
There has to be a pattern before a 
suspect can be identified. 


Mitchell said that even once a sus- | 


pect has been identified it is difficult 
to prosecute because it is not easy to 
identify someone’s heavy breathing. 


Pakistani troops shoot 
into band of marchers

CHANERIA, Pakistan — At least 
10 people were killed and 150 injured 
Wednesday when Pakistani troops 
halted a march by Muslim militants 
toward Indian-controlled Kashmir by 
firing into the group. 

Soldiers arrested the march leader 
and 150 of his followers five miles 
from the disputed frontier. 

Pakistan and India had taken ex- 
traordinary steps to block the march 
before and after it started Tuesday, 
fearing the militants’ attempt to cross 
the disputed border to support Kash- 
miri secessionists could touch off a 
new war over the only Muslim state in 
predominantly Hindu India. 

“Today, this shows that Pakistan is 
as much an enemy of the Kashmiris as 
India,” march leader Amanullah 
Khan said hours before his arrest, 
sobbing as he cradled one of the dead 
in his arms. 

Thousands of the marchers had 
dropped out earlier in the day after 
clashes with Pakistani troops, or 
turned . .back 
drenched the frigid mountains. 

Ins India, authorities said Indian 
soldiers fired automatic rifles for 
about 20 minutes to halt an attempt 
by a separate group of 600 militants to 
slip across the border around mid- 
night. They did not say whether there 
were any casualties. Details of the 
incident were sketchy. 

It was not known how militants al- 
ready on the frontier would react to 
the halting of the march, which began 
with about 8,000 Muslim extremists. 

Kashmiri separatists have been 
waging a rebellion against India for 
two years that has killed about 3,700 
people, and Amanullah threatened 
Tuesday to begin a war of secession in 
Pakistani Kashmir if Pakistan 
stopped his march. 

Pakistani officials said at least 10 
people were killed and 150 injured 
about eight miles from the border 


when soldiers fired bullets and tear 


gas during a struggle with the mili- 
tant marchers armed with rocks and 
sticks. Some of the militants entered 
the clash chanting “Let the blood

The two BYUSA presidential candidates, 
Trevor Rosenberg and Jason Hall, will find 
out late tonight which one of them will be 
next year’s BY USA president. 

Although there has been plenty of criticism 
of the way the president of BY USA is chosen, 
the fact remains that the president of 
BYUSA does have an impact. For instance, 
the BYUSA president provides leadership 
for the many dances, parties and service 
projects. The BYUSA president also leads 
one of the best freshman and new student 
orientation programs in the country. 

Throughout the criticism, the service of 
BYUSA has never been called into question, 
but often times it is mentioned all too briefly. 
BYUSA stands for “Student Service Assoc- 
iation” and it does a great job accomplishing 
that mission, and good leadership is an impor- 
tant part of good service. 

However, the criticism about the elections 
process is not misdirected. Something needs 


to be done to give students better represen- 
tation with the administration. The biggest 
problem with the elections process was ex- 
pressed in Mark Hiatt’s article for the Jan. 4 
Issues page. He wrote, “While the [Nominat- 
ing] Committee may be justified in demand- 
ing that the candidates satisfy certain stan- 
dards, this selections process may taint 
BYUSA’s image in the eyes of politically sen- 
sible students by making a mockery of 
democracy.” He said this process does 
more “harm than good,” and The Daily Uni- 
verse couldn’t agree more.

Until that time, 
BYUSA will continue to serve, but at the 
same time it will continue to be criticized.

The breakup of the Soviet Union offers a 
unique opportunity to reduce the dangers 
posed by the superpowers’ bloated nuclear 
arsenals. Proposals ranging from wholesale 
hiring of Soviet nuclear weapons scientists to 
outright purchase of the former Soviet nu- 
clear arsenal have been offered. All rest upon 
the persuasive premise that the Russians, 
Ukrainians, Byelorussians and others are 
oversupplied with nuclear warheads and un- 
dersupplied with food and hard currency, and 
thus are motivated to parley the former into 
the latter as soon as possible. 


VIEWPOINT 


The United States is in a special position to 
effect such an exchange more quickly than 
any other international entity. Our own arse- 
nal, immense resources, insight into the 
problems of command and control of vast 
numbers of nuclear weapons, and status in 
the world system as an honest broker lead us 
to the following proposal: the United States 
should purchase the fissionable material in 
the former Soviet arsenal and dilute this 
high-purity weapons-grade material with 
low-purity materials to render it unsuitable 
for military purposes. This dilution will not 
destroy the value of these materials as peace- 
ful energy sources, which will permit our re- 
sale of this diluted material to responsible 
buyers in the international marketplace. At 
the same time, the United States would di- 
lute in similar fashion an equal part of the 
fissionable material in its own arsenal. 

From conversations with nuclear 
chemists, political scientists, and Russian 
physicists, we conclude that this basic pro- 
posal is scientifically simple, politically feasi- 
ble, and would be well received by the former 
Soviet population as well as the rest of the 
world. Everyone benefits : the former So- 
viet Union receives hard currency, rids itself 
of responsibility for monitoring the security 
of this material, and effects a decrease in the 
threat from the American nuclear arsenal. 
The United States gains greater peace of 
mind concerning the former Soviet nuclear 
threat in exchange for its monetary aid, may 
recoup part of the purchase price by resale of 
this material to other responsible buyers, and 
is able to reduce its own nuclear arsenal with- 
out qualms. The rest of the world benefits 
from a decrease in the superpower nuclear 
threat, a presumed increase in stability in the 
former Soviet Union due to the influx of hard 
currency from the United States, and the

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establishment of an open and controlled mar- 
ket for commercially valuable reactor-grade 
material. It is marvelous to contemplate that 
it takes only minutes to dilute what would 
take a vast industry and many years to re- 
store to H-bomb quality. A formal proposal 
would contain the following components: 

1) Our offer to purchase weapons material 
would depend on an agreement to sell exclu- 
sively to the United States. All sales, pro- 
cesses, material transfers, and ultimate uses 
will be monitored by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA). This re- 
striction is intended to prevent all sales to 
terrorists and terror-sponsoring regimes 
(and to remove the motivation for such sales.) 
The IAEA would assist in the development of 
the necessary accounting procedures for 
tracking the former Soviet fissionable mate- 
rial. 2) Our government would offer to pay a 
generous bonus price, well above and beyond 
production costs, for the complete warheads. 
In order to prevent disclosure of weapons-de- 
sign information, only bulk fissionable mate- 
rial would be acquired through such transac- 
tions. 3) The high-purity weapons-grade 
fissionable materials would be mixed with a 
larger quantity of low-purity reactor grade 
material. In the case of plutonium-based 
weapons, the fissionable material would be 
mixed with the uranium and plutonium from 
spent reactor fuel rods in suitable propor- 
tions. The process would take place on site in 
the former Soviet Union and under the close 
supervision of the [AEA - indeed the dilution 
could be carried out by IAEA technicians. 
Weapons-grade material would not be trans- 
ported off-site. 4) The United States would 
respond immediately with the [AE A- super- 
vised dilution of an equal proportion of the 
U.S. nuclear stockpile of weapons-grade fis- 
sionable material. 5) The United States as a 
buyer would only offer to purchase that por- 
tion of the former Soviet stockpile that is 
mutually agreeable. In this way, both coun- 
tries are free to maintain a comfortable deter- 
rent force, while hopefully electing to elimi- 
nate first-strike capability. 6) The United 
States would be free to resell the purchased 
diluted fissionable material to responsible 
buyers in the world market at a mutually-ne- 
gotiable price. 

We urge the Bush Administration to seri- 
ously consider setting up this type of pur- 
chase/monitoring plan for the sale and dilu- 
tion of former Soviet weapons-grade 
fissionable materials. The time to implement 
this system is now, before clandestine bro- 
kerage arrangements take their toll on the 
world’s security.

I wondered if she’s ever learned to take care 
of herself. Rising health care costs are a ma- 
jor concern now, especially to candidates for 
political office. They would like us to believe 
that increased government funding or new 
programs are the cure. On the contrary, I 
don’t think the government is to blame for 
this problem. Unnecessary reliance on the 
medical profession is what’s driving costs sky 
high. Our health care system has been badly 
abused.

Big spending leaves 
Tyson with net worth 
of only $15 million

WASHINGTON — Much of the 
estimated $100 million Mike Tyson 
earned as a fighter has been drained 
by legal entanglements, aides and ex- 
travagance, the Washington Post re- 
ported Wednesday. 

Tyson, the youngest man ever to 
win the heavyweight title, com- 
manded big money for television 
rights and product endorsements as 
well as huge purses. 

He has a 30,000 square-foot Ohio 
mansion, a multi-million dollar jew- 
elry collection and 30 telephone- 
equipped cars to show for it. 

But Tyson said his net worth was 
less than $15 million last year. 
Sources told the Post that since then, 
he has spent an estimated $5 million 
on legal fees and luxury spending. 

“T spent a lot,” Tyson said in a depo- 
sition last year. “I got a lot of good- 
ies,” he said in an interview last fall. 

The Post quoted sources saying 
that Tyson will pay Williams & Con- 
nolly, a Washington-based law firm, 
about $2 million for defending him 
against the rape charge on which he 
was convicted in Indianapolis. 

But even before that, according to 
Tyson’s adviser Don King, the fighter 
paid “several million dollars” to de- 
fend himself against lawsuits alleging 
libel, breach-of-contract and sexual 
assault. 

Tyson lost at least $15 million last 
fall when an injury forced him to with- 
draw from a fight against champion 
Evander Holyfield.

The computer needs of each charity 
varies. 

Recreation For All Handicapped, a 
socialization program for mildly hand- 
icapped adults, needs volunteers to 
help run application software to be 
used in training individuals with mild 
retardation. 

The Center for Women and Chil- 
dren in Crisis, a shelter for battered 
women and their children, needs vol- 
unteers to train staff on how to run all 
WordPerfect programs. 

Volunteers are needed at Commu- 
nity Action, an agency that assists 
low-income families, shelters the 
homeless and operates a food bank, to 
help train staff and volunteers on 
WordPerfect, PlanPerfect and 
DrawPerfect. 

Many charities need volunteers to 
help train staff members to run a 
Novell network program. 

Mountainland Applied Technology 
Center needs volunteers to help train 
its students to use the computers. 
Volunteers must be computer literate 
and must know the WICAT software 
system or be willing to learn the sys- 
tem. 

Most of these agencies can use vol- 
unteers at almost any hour, starting 
early morning or even late in the 
evening, according to Lile Lavaki, di- 
rector of the United Way Volunteer 
Center. Other volunteer opportuni- 
ties include: 

Teaching parenting skills to dys- 
functional families, deep-cleaning a 
children’s crisis nursery and reading 
stories into a tape for handicapped 
children. 

For more information on these and

Attorneys 
planning to 
sue failed 
thrifts, S&Ls

SALT LAKE CITY — A legisla- 
tive panel has given attorneys repre- 
senting depositors in five failed thrift 
and loans the green light to sue ac- 
countants and officers who ran the 
now-defunct institutions. 

“We're going to proceed in court 
and get this business going,” Maleom 
Misuraca, lead attorney for the de- 
positors, said in a telephone interview 
Wednesday morning from his San 
Francisco office. 

Richard G. Hackwell, of the Salt 
Lake law firm Haley & Stolebarger, 
also was pleased. “We are ... grateful 
that the thrift panel cleared the way 
for (depositors) to pursue their re- 
maining claims against the remaining 
defendants,” he said. 

Hackwell said the defendants in- 
clude four accounting firms, two of 
which since merged — Touche Ross, 
Deloitte Haskins and Sells (now De- 
loitte & Touche); Peat Marwick Main 
& Co., and Coopers & Lybrand. Also 
among potential defendants are offi- 
cers and directors of former thrifts — 
Commerce Financial, Western Her- 
itage and Interlake Thrift. 

Depositors lost more than $100 mil- 
lion when five state-chartered thrifts 
closed in 1986 and later were seized 
by regulators. In 1988, the Utah Leg- 
islature approved an $84 million set- 
tlement for depositors. 

But the report recommended the 
state pay the insured depositors their 
full principal plus a fair rate of inter- 
est. 

“It simply appears the thrift panel 
went beyond the state’s charge in re- 
counting old allegations. This doesn’t 
open up anything new where the 


state’s concerned,” said Steve 
Mecham, Gov. Norm Bangerter’s 
chief of staff. 


The depositors and their attorneys 
accepted the state settlement with 
the understanding the offer was final, 
Mecham added. 

“The state settlement is final. The 
deal is what it was in 1988,” he said. 

But the settlement with Utah did 
not preclude action against the re- 
maining defendants, and Hackwell 
said the way now has been opened for 
that action.
